D-John Weatherford - In a letter written by Caroline Weatherford Killam on July 5, 1909, 
she stated that her grandfather, Charles Weatherford was a Scotchman who came to 
Georgia, He made his home close to the Cherokee Nation and raised race horses. "There 
about” he took a wife and raised his family. Caroline named two ofhis children: William 
Weatherford, the Indian chief, and John Weatherford, who was her father. Caroline 
Stated that her mother’s father "Dyer" was an Englishman. He also took an Indian bride 
and had a daughter, Martha. 

When Fort Mims was attacked, all of the Dyer family was killed except two. Martha, 
Was quite small, and happened to be in Mobile with her married sister. Thus, Caroline's 
mother and her married sister were the only survivors. 

Martha Dyer soon afterward married John Weatherford in Monroe County, AL, 
where Caroline was born and raised. Her father died while she was still quite young. 

Caroline stated in her letter that William Weatherford fought with the Indians 


because his mother spoke the Indian tongue. All of her information was told to her by 
her mother.

FOREWORD

The draft version which follows is intended to serve only as a working model 
for a corrected and more complete compilation to follow when sufficient additional 
information becomes available. The information condensed and arranged here was 
accumulated rather sporadically over a period of about four years and from many 
sources. 


Admittedly, the discovery and verification of Creek Indian ancestry in the 
lineage provided the initial incentive for the search. However, further checking 
into the Creek War of 1813-1814 brought out some interesting parallels that period 
had with the events and people prominent in the Texas Revolution of 1836. David 
Randon (3), who raised a militia for Gen. Sam Houston in February 1836, was too 
young to have participated in the Creek War but his older brother, Lt. Peter 
Randon (3), was one of two surviving officers in the Alamo-like Ft. Mims Massacre. 
Lt. Sam Houston, serving under Gen. Andrew Jackson, was wounded at the San Jacinto- 
like Battle of Horseshoe Bend that ended the Creek War and the Randon's young 
neighbor at Claiborne, Alabama, William B. Travis, later commanded the defenders 
at the Alamo. 


Obviously, too much of the material is circumstantial and inadequately 
documented. One purpose in preparing this draft is to invite the help of others 
in tracing with more certainty the now rather dim trail of the Randons. They 
played a significant role in the early history of Alabama and Texas but very 
little has been written about them and I have yet to see anything written by a 
member of the second or third generation, other than an acknowledgment on a 
legal document. 


Peter Randon (1} may well be the immigrant but no conclusion can be drawn 
from the evidence presently available to me. The Randon name was associated with 
noble and distinguished families in France during both the 18th and 19th centuries. 
It is hoped that the identity of the parents of Peter (1) will become clear after 
further research. 


The several inconsistencies in the format of the draft version as well as any 
inaccuracies brought out in the meantime will be corrected in a later version. 
And if sufficient interest is evidenced by other decendants, an attempt will be 
made to include a fifth generation.

The earliest record pertaining to PETER RANDON (1) uncovered to date (1967) 
by the writer is found in COLONIAL RECORDS OF SOUTH CAROLINA: DOCUMENTS RELATING 
TO_INDIAN AFFAIRS, 1750-1784, p. 128, "A List of the Licensed Creek Traders... 
"1750, June 21, Peter Randon: Creeks: Uchees, Veupehas, Chisquetooloosasa 

in the forks of the lower Creeks July 5, Stephen Forest: Creeks: same towns 

with Peter Randon." 


A possible progenitor of Peter Randon (1) is listed in the REGISTER OF ST. 
PHILIP'S PARISH, CHARLES TOWN, SOUTH CAROLINA, 1720-1756, edited by A. S. Smalley, Jr. 
(Pub, in 1904) p. 258: ''March 24, 1739: Then was buried Ann Randon." 


Next references to Peter Randon (1) are contained in THE COLONIAL RECORDS OF 
GEORGIA by Candler starting in 1759, Vol. VII p. 900, with petitions for lands on 
or near the Savannah River and extending to 1772, Vol. X p. 214, in St. George's 
Parish, now in Burke County, Georgia. 


The last reference found to Peter Randon (1) has been in the COLLECTIONS OF 
THE GEORGIA HISTORICAL SOCIETY, Vol. IX pp. 263-265, "Letters of Benjamin Hawkins, 
1796-1806." An entry dated Dec. 5, 1797 (p. 263) at Cusseta, Georgia concerns 
claims of the sons of Peter Randon and '"'., a Creek woman of the Cochulgee", the 
sons being John, David and James and all being minors in 1784, the apparent time 
of their father's death. The petitioner for the sons, John Randon of Tensaw, 
then in the Creek Territory but later in Baldwin County, Alabama, stated that the 
large Randon Estate was for the most part confiscated by Governor Martin and 
General James Jackson and that he set out in 1785 for the Creek Nation with nine 
slaves. Of these three known children of Peter Randon (1), all apparently born 
in St. George's Parish, Georgia in the Colonial period, the information which 
follows has been pieced together from published records. Reference is made in the 
Hawkins papers to a Peter Randon will but the Burke County, Georgia courthouse 
burned in 1870 and all records prior to that date were destroyed. A professional 
check of the Georgia State Archives at Atlanta disclosed nothing further.

This probably meant that James 
Randon (2) was still living with his brother at that time. Nothing further is 
known, 


THIRD GENERATION 


1, LOUISA or MARY LOUISA (3) must have been born as early as 1786 in the 
Creek Nation since She married, reportedly at age 14, in 1800 to David Tate, son 
of Col. John Tate and Sehoy McGillivray, daughter of Lachlan McGillivray and 
Sehoy Marchand (daughter of a Creek Indian princess). David Tate was the older 
half-brother of William Weatherford, the "Red Eagle" who led the Creek Indian war 
party in the Ft. Mims Massacree on 30 Aug. 1813. John Randon (2), Louisa Randon (3) 
Tate and more than 500 others in Ft. Mims lost their lives there. One of the more 
accurate and complete accounts of the events surrounding Ft. Mims is carried in 
Albert James Pickett's HISTORY OF ALABAMA, published inl851. David and Louisa

The writer could find no descendants of Peter Randon (3) living in New Orleans 
when a check was made in a city directory there in December, 1964. The several 
"Randon" listings were relatives of F, F. Randon, Sr. whose grandparents reportedly 
came to New Orleans from France in 1858. A Peter Randon is listed in an 1846 

New Orleans city directory as the owner of a grocery at Apollo and Terpsichore 
Streets. Peter Randon (3) is listed in the 1816 census of the then newly formed 
Monroe County, Alabama Territory,-at which time the age and sex of the persons 
enumerated would indicate that, in addition to his wife and infant son, his 
household included his younger brothers, John and David, and his half-sister, 
Elizabeth. Neither Peter (3) nor his brothers are listed in the 1820 federal 
census of either Baldwin or of Monroe County the latter county being the location 
of an old Randon Plantation on Randon's Creek adjoining the AlaBama River.

Vhe third count described the premises as 
the “fraction of section thirty, township five, 
rauge three, east.” 

To this declaration, the defendant below 
pleaded not guilty. The cause was contin-. 
ued until the Spring term, eiguteen buadred

and thirty-seven, when this entry ap*peared: 
“enjoined and continued ;” and at the suc- 
ceeding term, “continued, and the intermar- 
riage of Maga dgaiberfons with Paxton 
Downey Suggested, a scire facias to issue.’ 
A scire facius accordingly issued to said 
Downey, to appear and show cause why he 
should not be made a party plaintif® to the 
sult, which was returned, executed, 


A trial was afterwards had, when the 


jury reudered a verdict for the plaintiffs, 
by which they found the defendant guilty 
of the trespasses in the declaratlon men- 
tioned, and assessed their damage to nine 
hundred and five dollars—upon which the 
court rendered judgment in favor of the 
plalntiffs for the damages, and also for the 
“tenenients in the declaration mentioned, to 
wit, the east and west fractions of section 
thirty-six, township five, range three, with 
the appurtenances.” 

During the trial, a bill of exceptions was 
taken, from which it appeared that the de- 
fendant below proved and offered in evi- 
dence, an Instrument in writing or bond for 
title of the lands in controversy, executed 
by one Alger Newman, and proved that the 
platutifis kuew of the execution of said bond, 
and of the possession taken under it, before 
the execution of the deed of the plaintiffs 
below from said Alger and wife. The plain- 
tiffs below claimed as heirs of Mary Dyer 
and from said Newman and wife; and said 
Newman claimed through his wife, as apath- 
er hele of Mary Dyer. The court refused to 
pernitt the Lend to go to the jury as evidence 
of title, bnt permitted it to be read, to as¢er- 
taln the damages. 

The court also permitted the plaintiffs 
below, after the defendant had closed, to

re-examine a witness as to new *matter, 
which had not arisen im the examination of 
elther party, and not appertaining to any 
point which had arisen on the examination 
in chief; the plalntiffs’ attorney statlng, 
that he had inadvertently omitted to prove 
the facts, on the examination in chief, The 
court permitted the proof to be made, resery- 
‘ing to the defendants the right to reply to

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ORMOND, F—Tt appears from thy bill pas one of the plaintiffs, in all the subsequent 


of exeepUions, that the bond from Newunun 
te the plaintit in error, was offered fu evi- 
alepee, a5 estublishbing a tiie to the land 
jn contraversy, in the plaintiff In error, Tt 
appears lo be a pronise on the part of New- 
nit, to muke a tile In fee simple to the 
jand, or some portion of it, to the plalntic’ 
fu error, at seme future time, provided he 
coukl obtaln the passage of an act of Con- 
ETCSS, authorising him so to do; and that 
faillng to obtaln such act, he would {ndem- 
nify him for hls advance of moucy, by w 
mortgage on A negro won. 

It iy not necessary to enquire, whether 
a Court of Chancery could have, under uny 
*483 
circumstances, enforced *a specific perform- 
ance of this agreement; it was clearly un- 
ayalllng, for the purpose for which [t wis 
offered in evidence, and was, therefore, prop- 
erly rejected.—Whether it eould have had 
the effect to show that the possession of the

The objection to the form of the actlon 
canuot prevail. In the case of Thrash vs.

It cannot be assigned as error, that the 
court permitted evidence to be introduced 
by the defendant In error, after the close 
of the plaintiffs’ testimony.

All the remaining objections, except those 
relating to the verdict aud judgment, are 
answered by the deeisica of this court, in 
the case of Sturdevant vs. Murrell’s [eirs 
[8 Port, 317], In which this court, under the 
Influence of a statute of this State, held, 
that ne objection can be taken to the dec- 
laration, after the plea of not guilty filed. 

Yhe court say, “our conclusion Is, that, 
in the action of trespass to try title, the dec- 
larution should describe the land in contro- 
versy, With so much particularity and pre 
cision, as will inform the defendant what he 


is to defend against, and the court, for what’ 


it is called on to render judgment, But, in 
the present case, the plaintiff in error can- 
not avail himself of an objection to the dec- 
laration; he iy foreclosed, by having plead- 
ed not guilty in the Clreuit court. The stat- 
ute is express to the polut"—Aik. Dig. 
sec. 46, p. 266. 

If no objection can be taken, after the 
plea of not guilty to the declaration, It nec- 
essarily follows, that none can be made to 
the endorsement on the writ. The statute 
does not require the plaintiff to do more 
than to endorse on the writ, “that the action 
ls brought as well to try titles, as to recover

damages;” the rest may, therefore, be *re- 
jected as surplusage, especlally after the 
plea of not guilty, to the decliration, is filed. 

The objection to the verdict and judgment 
cannot be sustained. The verdict of the jury. 
is respousive to the issue, and the judgment 
of the court Is for the land described in the 
third count of the declaration. It is insisted. 
also, that the word “tenement,” employed 
by the court in renderiug judgment, is not 
sufficient to entitle the defendants in error 
to recover lands. Without conceding that 
the objection is good, it is sufficient, that, in 
this case, a judgment is rendered for the 
lands claimed in the declaratiou, by the ap- 
propriate description, according to the Unit- 
ed States’ survey; and this certain and ac- 
curate description cannot be vitiated by the 
use of the word “tenement,” in addition, 
even if it were of doubtful import, stand- 
ing alone. 

There is no error in the judgment of the 
court below, and it is hereby affirmed.

Dear Mrs. Edwards: 


Thank you so much for your reply to my letter concerning the surnames 
of Randon, Dyer & Hollinger. Since I do not know your codes or your 
references, some of this puzzles me. Is the date in the upper right 
hand corner of your cards the assumed birth date of these individu-— 
als? The card on John Randon is very upsetting to me, as I have no 
reference to any marriage to a Rosana Holmes of Burk Co, GA. I am 
not disputing your records at all, but this marriage is certainly new 
to me. I just hope that I am not "barking up the wrong tree". 


My research on these families started with E. D. Morse of Houston who 
was an avid searcher. He contacted my mother-in-law for a lot of his 
information on the Newman-Randon family. My mother-in-law was blind, 
so they depended on me to read and answer his letters. Dean Morse is 
now deceased. I wish I had access to his records. He was very thor- 
ough and I'm sure he left records which would be valuable to many. 

I am enclosing a copy of his draft on the Randon family which was 
published in the Clarke County Historical Society Quarterly in 1977. 


Iam pretty sure that the John Randon I am searching was the oldest 
son of Peter Randon of St. George Parish, GA, who in 1785 left GA and 
“set out for the Creek Nation", according to "Africans & Creeks", 
pages 30 & 31 and also "Letters of Benjamin Hawkins 1796-1806" page 
263. There were three brothers, David, John & James, sons of a Creek 
Woman & Peter Randon. 


I have a copy of Peter Randon's will dated 1771 in St. George Parish, 
GA. It mentions his sons John & David and was evidently written be- 
fore his youngest son, James, was born. It does not mention a wife. 


In "The Muscogees or Creek Indians" Dr. Marion Elisha Tarvin stated 
on Page 12: in 1800 David Tate (nephew of Gen Alexander McGillivray & 
half brother to William Weatherford) married Miss MARY RANDON. She 
was of French & Creek blood. 

Page 14: David Tate, having lost his wife, who was killed with her 
father & mother at Ft. Mims, married MRS. MARGARET POWELL in 1819. 
Page 16: JOHN RANDON, a wealthy man from Savannah, settied in Monroe 
Co, AL on the Aiabama River at an early date, at the mouth of Randon 
Creek, now known as the William Hollinger Place .. . . He married a 
woman of French & Creek blood and had four children: DAVID, PRTER, 
JOHN & MARY. As already shown, MARY married David Tate & was killed 
n Ft. Mims with her father & mother in 1813. DAVID died in Ft. Bend 
County, TX since the Confederate War. PETER, tne gallant officer at 
Ft. Mims, made his escape with 17 others. He afterwards became a 
citizen of New Orleans and was a cotton factor. 

My Note: He did not mention John, the son of John. He also died in 
Texas. He and David went to Texas in the early 1820s. 


In "Romantic Passages in Southwestern History" by A. B. Meek, Page 
254: Concerning Ft. Mims, “among the killed are . . JOHN RANDALL & 
all his family except PETER Durant(?7) and one of his daughters. 
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Page 255: The names of all who so miraculously escaped from the great 
massacre are not now known, but the following has been furnished me 
on the authority of two of the survivors: . . . Lt. PETER RANBON of 
the Tensaw Militia. 


“The Creek War of 1813-1814: by Halbert & Ball: Pages 174 & 175 - 

The aunt of whom I have spoken as being a refugee in Ft. Mims at the 
time of the massacre was Mrs. Susan Hatterway (nee Stiggins) who hat-— 
ed Billy Weatherford with a thorough hatred. When she saw that the 
Fort would ae enn to ashes, she took hold of a little white girl, 


other nand and Pe aae "Let us go out & be killed together". Iffa Tus-— 
tunnaga took her prisoner with the two children. He took them to 
Pensacola & gave them over to some of their friends where they re- 
mained until the war closed, when they returned to their homes in 
Alabama. When ELIZABETH RANDON grew to womanhood she married ALGTER 
NEWMAN and lived many years on the Alabama River just below Fort 
Claiborne in Monroe County. 


"Frontier Claims in the Lower South", page 49: Schedule of losses 
sustained by JOHN RANDON, dec'd, by the depraditions of the hostile 
Creek Indians in 18i3 & 1814.

Mims (where my 
father & al? the family but myself, two younger brothers, and a small 
sister were kiiied) is just & true. Signed: PETER RANDON 


Minutes of the 31st Congress, 2nd Session, House of Representatives, 
Rep. #16: Appeared PETER RANDON, 29 Jan 1851. "The Committee on In- 
dian Affairs, to whom was referred the petition of PETER RANDON, heir 
of JOHN RANDON, a friendly half-—breed Creek Indian .. . Among the 
sufferers was JOHN RANDON, a half-breed, a man of large property con- 
sisting of plantations, slaves, stock, etc. When Ft. Mims fell, he 
with his wife & one daughter were killed, one daughter taken prisoner 
and his son, PETER, was one of 17 men that escaped with his iife from 


the havoc". 


History of Clarke County by John Simpson Graham (Published 1923). 
Concerning Ft. Mims: “of the large number in the Fort, all were 
killed or burned except a few half-bloods who were made prisoners. 
Among these were the child, ELTZABETH RANDON. who was saved by one of 
the attacking Indians, Davy Corneiis, & taken to some friends in Pen- 
sacola, some Negroes reserved for slaves & the following persons who 
made their escape & lived: . . PETER RANDON, Lt. of Citizens Compa~ 


ny (half brother to Elizabeth Randon) . 


I guess it is possible that John Randon was previously married, but 
if so, he evidently did not bring his Georgia family to Alabama with 
him. His date of birth, 1766, is merely a guess on our part, as we 
have no definite proof of his birth date

As to the Dyers — I have no proof whatsoever that Rueben married 
prior to his marriage to Mary Hollinger and it is entirely possible. 
I have seen several references that he did marry Mary Hollinger. You 
are entirely correct that she may have married before and that the 
name Hollinger could have been from a prior marriage. 


I do know that her daughter, Margaret, married first ~— Theophilus 
Powell and had children by him. Her second marriage was to David 
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Tate. I have David Tate's will and also the will of Margaret Dyer 
Powell Tate. In the estate settlement, it lists the estate of Thelps 
Powell and also that of John Randon, which was in David Tate's pos~ 
session after the death of his first wife, Mary Louisa Randon. 


“The Eastern Cherokees vs the United States, No. 23,214" — "Creek 
File Testimony" taken before Guion Miller, Special Commissioner, Feb 
1908 - Page 10: Thomas Tate Tunstall said " MARGARET TATE was the 
second wife of my grandfather, David. She was a widow POWELL. She 
was formerly a DYER. They were a Creek family. 


An estimate of 
loss sustained by THEOPHILUS POWELTL in the late Indian War. 

(Property listed). "I do solemniy swear that the above is a true ac-— 
count of property taken or destroyed by the Indians subsequent to the 
attack on Ft.

the Administrator, as I verily believe. Signea: THELPS POWELL. 


I am enclosing a copy of the brief of the Supreme Court minutes which 
I told you about in my first ltetter. It does prove that Margaret 
Dyer Powell Tate & Martha Dyer Weatherford Downey were sisters and 
were both daughters of Mary Dyer. It also states that Mary Dyer had 
three children only. (It does not say Ruebin Dyer had "three chil- 
dren oniy", but it does say that he was the father of these girls.) 
It 1s possible that Ruebin was married previously and had other chil- 
dren, but if so, they were not involved in this inheritance. It only 
refers to heirs of Mary Dyer. It does state that their other sister 
married a Randon and left an only child, Elizabeth, who married Alger 


Newman. 


You will note in the enclosed testimony of William Hollinger that he 
states that he bears to Elizabeth Randon, by kindred, the relation of 
cousin — by blood & nation, they are both of the same Nation & Tribe 
being both of the Creeks. I wonder if he was using the word "Cousin' 
loosely or was actually her cousin. If he were actually her cousin, 
this might be a clue as to the Hollinger relationship to Mary. 


Dean Morse found the printed minutes of this trial in the Houston Law 
Library and I am enclosing a portion of it which proves that Martha 
Dyer Weatherford married Peyton Downey. I have seen numerous records 
that Martha, who married Peyton Downey, was a child of Margaret's and 
a grand child to Mary & Ruebin Dyer. This was evidently an error. 


I am also enclosing two pages of "William Weatherford, His Country & 
His People" by Lynn Hastie Thompson. This shows the genealogy of the 
Weatherford family, but I have found several errors. 


Hopefully the enclosed copies will help you. I have not enclosed the 
entire minutes of this case, as 1t ran to 100+ pages. In fact, I do 
not have all of them ~ wish I did now. 


I have a lot of info on Adam Hollinger, including the Mobile Catholic 
records of the baptism of his children: William, about 7 years old, 


Mestizo, s/o Adam & an Indian in 1789; Alexandre b 27 Jan 1793; Eliz-—-. 


abeth b 29 May 1794; Margaret b 22 Mar 1798; Adam Cornelius b 4 Jun 
1800 & Louise b 25 Aug 1802. 


After you have had time to digest these, I would like to hear from 
you. I am curious as to what proof you have on the marriages of John 
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Randon to Rosana Holmes. Also the marriage of Rueben Dyer to Maria 
Cussins. 


Oh yes, you mention the Rochon family history. What connection do 
you think this family has to this family?

In reading over my old Family Puzzlers, I ran across your 
offer to help anyone searching for families in SW Alabama 
in the pre-1850 time period. 


I am very much interested in the Dyer, Hollinger & Newman 
families and would appreciate any help you can give me. 


RUEBEN DYER & wife, MARY HOLLINGER lived in this area. He 
was shown on the Spanish Census of Mobile as age 37 in 1787 
and age 40 in 1789. I have copy of a case in the Alabama 
Supreme Court records that their daughter testified that 
Rueben died 5 years before the Ft. Mims Massacre (ca 1808} 
and his wife Mary, died during the massacre. The court re- 
cords stated that Mary Hollinger was the only descendant of 
a Creek Indian and they had only three childlren, all 
daughters: 

NATURA ELIZABETH DYER m JOHN RANDON, both died at Ft Mims 

MARGARET DYER m 1) THEOPHULUS POWELL, 2) DAVID TATE 

MARTHA "PATTY" DYER m 1) JOHN WEATHERFORD, 2) PEYTON DOW-— 

NEY 

Natura had only one child, ELIZABETH RANDON, who survived 
Ft Mims. Elizabeth later married JAMES ALGER NEWMAN, known 
as "Alger". Alger died ca 1854-55 in Monroe Co., AL along 
with at least two of their sons. After his death, Eliza- 
beth came to Texas to join her half-brother, DAVID RANDON.
